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MACKENZIE KING SUGGESTS:

LONDON, Sept. 4—(CP)—Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King, in his 
first public pronouncement since 
his arrival from Canada two weeks 
ago, suggested today that an offer 
to Britain by President Roosevelt 
of the guarantee he gave to Canada 
three years ago would serve “to 
shorten this perilous conflict.” 

That guarantee, he told a disting- 
uished audience at a luncheon ten- 
dered him by the Lord Mayor of 
London, was that “the United States 
would not stand idly by if the dom- 
ination of Canadian soil were 
threatened by any other empire.”

Mr. Churchill, whom Mr. Mac- 
kensie King described as the

the Lord Mayor, Sir George Wil- 
kinson, while the Canadian Prime 
Minister sat at his right next the 
Archbishop of Canterbury.

Reliable’ quarters insisted 
there was nothing unusual in the 
army’s call for more draftees, which, 
it was said, has been issued con- 
tinually. 

There have been no special calls 
for an unusually large number of 
men, it was emphasized. The gov- 
ernment was represented as pro- 
-Ceeding on the principle that no 
fit man should be excused from 
military service if his job: could 
be filled by a woman, The gov- 
ernment recently issued a call for 
500,000 women to replace men in 
factories. 


The Daily Herald report, passed 
by British censors, could hardly on 
its face mean anything, if correct, 
other than that Britain planned to 
raise a huge army for continental 
service, the land offensive against 
4 Germany which according to many 
experts alone will defeat Germany. 


THREAT TO GERMANS

The public have reason to share with 
the Minister of Finance the satisfaction 
he naturally feels that his budget pre- 
diction is coming true and that from 
70 to 80 per cent of Canada’s total war 
expenditure is being met by current 
taxation, only the remaining 20 or 25 
per cent having to be obtained by bor- 
rowing. No other country engaged in 
the war can be coming closer to the 
pay-as-you-go ideal. As expenditure 
this year will total about $2,800,000,- 
000, there is cause for some pride, as 
wel! as for profound satisfaction, that 
only this fraction will have to be bor- 
rowed and made an interest-bearing 
charge against the future. 

But'the point to be kept in mind is 
that this 20 to 25 per cent must be 
secured if the war effort is to go full 
steam ahead. And it must be obtained 
in Canada, by the sale of war savings 
certificates and war bonds. This is only 
possible if and as Canadians in all walks 
of life and in all parts of the country 
set aside a portion of their earnings for 
investment in these securities. There is 
no other source from which the money 
can be drawn. Should we fail to thus 
provide the necessary loans, one of two 
things must happen; taxes must go up 
or the war effort must be slackened. 
No one can want either of those things 
to occur. 

Our war finance policy has been 
framed on right lines. We are so far as 
practicable paying the war costs out of 
wartime incomes. Every one who is 
earning can help to make up the bal- 
ance and keep the war effort going all- 
out, by systematically buying war sav- 
ings certificates in as large amounts as | 
he or she can afford. 


What Canada Has Done 


It is two years since Herr Hitler 
launched his war to achieve world dom- 
inance and Canada took its place in the 
line of defence against the attempt to 
destroy free government and human 
rights. No one in this Dominion is com- 
pletely satisfied with what we have 
accomplished; or would be if we had 
accomplished more. It is not in the 
Canadian nature to be content, however 
much may have been done. The desire 
to do more is inherent and irrepressible. 

But it is well once in a while to make 
a factual survey and appraise at honest 
value the ground we have covered in 
changing this almost completely dis- 
armed nation to a nation engaged in 
the mass production of armament and 
war supplies. It is well also to give 
ourselves fair credit for what we have 
done in providing fighting forces abroad 
and at home, and in building up ever 
growing reserves for service in Canada 
or elsewhere. 

A staff writer for the Canadian 
Press made such a survey to mark the 
anniversary of the war's beginning, 
which was published in The Bulletin 
yesterday. e article not only merits 
careful re-reading, but demands this on 
the part of those who wish to get a 
clear working conception of the part 
Canada has played, is playing, and will | 
play in the fight to free humanity of | 
the curse and menace of aggression. 

As a background for the picture 
thus presented, it is to be remembered 
that Canada had to start from scratch 
when war was declared. We had no 
army in readiness to take the field, had 
only the nucleus of an air force and a 
few destroyers, had no munition plants, 
had never built a warplane, had not a 

factory, had no air training fields. 
Eanada was the perfect example of a 
country unprepared to defend itself or 
to strike a blow for the right anywhere. 

Recalling that condition of national 
impotence which existed two years ago, 
a candid look at the record of perform- 
ance must shake the complacency of 
the most confirmed depreciator of all 
things Canadian. The plain fact is that | 
we haven’t done at all badly in this 
matter of getting our country on a war 
footing. |

This confirms the report that a 
split has occurred between the relative- 
ly moderate and the extremist elements 
in the war party which controls Japan. 
The military leaders talk lightly about 
war with the United States and Britain 
unless these countries accept the “prin- 
ciples’ on which Japan has been carv- 
ing up eastern Asia to suit itself. The 
Premier acts as though he does not wel- 
come the idea of a show-down with 
these powers. 


Meanwhile the tanker is sailing on 
along the established and only practic- 
able route to Vladivostok, which will 
take it into the Sea of Japan.

Politicians, whether in high places ot 
low, do not like to bear the onus of break- 
ing bad news. In every. single democracy 
they have kept the people from realizing 
their full situation until the public morale 
has disintegrated. Nation after nation has 
perished of the concept “measures short 
of” ...; has perished in the hope of a 
miracle, or.in ignorance of reality. 

Desperate Position 

If one accepts Mr. Lindbergh's advice, 
and is as “impersonal as a surgeon's 
knife,” looking at the American situation 
as coldly as a military scientist must view 
it, the desperate nature of our position 
becomes clear. But ignorances of this 
situation is abetted by the very phrases 
we use, such as “European war.” Hitler is 
not waging a war for the conquest of 
Europe, which, geographically speaking is 
only a peninsula of Asia, but for the 
domination of the globe. That domina- 
tion requires that he control both shores 
of the Mediterranean and its outlets at 
Suez and Gibraltar, so that he can domi- 
nate the waterways that separate Europe, 
Asia, and Africa, Once in control of the 
Mediterranean, the Black Sea, and the 
Red Sea he is in control of the whole 
eastern hemisphere. 

German geographists ceased years ago 
to think of Europe, Asia, Africa as three 
“continents,” but rightly regard them as 
one continent, And the essential strategic 
area of this triple-continent lies in the 
Middle East, at the juncture of all of them. 
This fect explains the ambitions of Caesar, 
Alexander, and Hitler. In striking for the 
Middle East he is striking for the control 
of the world, 

For, again, the phrase “western hemis- 
phere” is a misnomer. It suggests one-half 
of the globe. Actually nine twelfths of the 
globe is water, two twelfths are eastern 
hemisphere, and all the rest of the world 
is only one twelfth. In point of manpower 
the figures are even more startling, for 
seven eighths of humanity live in the Old 
World. Should this great area fall under 
Hitler's domination, and become a united 
base for sea-power not all the rest of the 
world together could possibly outbuild 
him. He would shortly be master of the 
oceans and control world commerce at 


will, 
True Picture 

This, the true picture of the situation, 
that transcends all “ideologies” is the way 
the war should be presented to the Ameri- 
can people. We must see that if one nation 
dominates what Sir Halford John Mac- 
kinder, the English geographist and 
Haushofer, the German geopolitician call 
“the World Island’—and dominate it at 
its central area in the Middle East—the 
United States is no longer a big country, 
but relatively a very small one, weak in 
manpower, resources, industrial potential, 
and strategic position, and will rapidly be 
reduced to a mere dependency of the vast 
eastern hemisphere, impotent to resist any 
demands upon it of either a political, com- 
mercia] or economic nature, 

The aid to Britain cry therefore blinds 
us to our real condition, suggesting instead 
a sort of charitable idealism to be aban- 
doned if it begins to hurt. The truth is 
that we need every ally that can be 
mustered on the globe—the strategical 
position of the British Isles, the manpower 
of Russia and China, the resources of the 
Dutch colonies, the ships of the British and 
allied navies. We need them. We need 


them exactly as much as they need us. 
The land power of Germany, which can 
radiate in all directions from a central 
base, assisted by aviation, which is ‘always 
a more effective instrument for land 
power than for seapower, must be offset 
by combined seapower and by resistance 
to the very death in the vital area of the 
Middle East where the battle still hangs 
in the balance. For if the battle of the 
eastern hemisphere, which is the battle of 
the world, is lost in the Ukraine, the Black 
Sea area, the eastern and western Mediter-

The main reason for the R.A.F. schools 
in this country is this: The training ships 
that all the countries use, Germany ii: 
cluded, must necessarily be easy to handle 
and to be easy to handle they must be 
slow. The trainers have a top speed of 
100 m.p.h. or thereabouts. This makes 
them easy prey for enemy fighting ships. 


Trainers Slow 


Put forty or fifty helpless training 
ships in the air in England, and one 
Messerschmidt, with a speed of 350 or 400 
miles an hour, could wipe them out in five 
minutes. Given the location of a training 
school, a German fighter could destroy an 
entire class in one attack. 

So, to protect the fledgelings, England 
sends them thousands of miles from any 
Here they work from 5:30 a.m, to 
9:30 p.m. Over peaceful farms they learn 
the art of warfare in the clouds, They 
dogfight over cotton fields, drop imagin- 
ary bombs on such non-military objectives 
as smokehouses and chicken coops. 

“It's 2 shame the world can't be this 
quiet and happy,” a big Scot from Glas- 
gow said. “But perhaps it will be if we 
can clean up the Jerries.” 

Driving back to Americus, on the clay 
road that led through the magnolias and 
the pines, even as poor a thinker as I 
could not help but wonder if this world of 
ours was always going to be busy clean- 
ing up Jerries of some sort or other; that 
if my time and your time and the time of 
those who are to follow after us will 
always have to be devoted to shooting to 
make the world worth shooting. 


Record Of Canada’s Two Years At War 


War Industry Beginning To * 
Push Civilian Life. 
Aside

OTTAWA.—The other day an Ameri- 


| can lady who was visiting Canada wrote 


to an Ottawa paper and said: “Six weeks 
in Canada has me pondering. What is 
Canada waiting for? Does it think it can 
sit back on its haunches and expect 
America, a non-belligerent country, to do 
its work?” She said she found Canadians 
complacent, unconcerned, waiting for 
America to win the war. 

What this lady had to say is pretty 
hard to take, if true. Canadians as a whole 
believe in the war effort they and their 
country are making, just as they believe 
in the cause to which it is devoted. They 
believe Hitler is going to lose the war,

that John Bull & Co. are going to win. 
But if there is any complacency left in 
convictions of this kind, it won't last long 
now. The fact is that Canadians, in two 
years, have committed themselves 
to a program of blood, toil, tears and sweat 
— to borrow a phrase—that they will] pay 
off in no other terms except those of 
Churchill's famous words, Lady, if that is 
complacency you find on our homely 


| faces, it is because the countenance has 


not begun to reflect the facts of the private 


| life of a country at war. 


Voice From Rear Seat ' 

Canadians know what boat they are in 
for the duration of this world revolution. 
A great many Americans do too. When 
they all realize the land of yesterday is 
gone forever, everyone will be less excited, 
more complacent, if you like, about it. 
The lady’s is a voice from the rear seat, 
for she and her country are in the same 
boat as we are, 

There is something more accurate than 
a Gallup poll in determining what a nation 
is doing. The man who went swimming 
above Niagara Falls might report that he 
would swim leisurely to shore. But if you 
examined the facts, you would have to 
decide he was headed for a rough trip. In 
fact, he determined his immediate future 
by jurnping in the river, and it does not 
matter what he thinks now. He can only 
go down river and make the best of it. 
Canada determined.its immediate future 
by declaring war and calmly accepting as 
its policy the principle that there should 
be no limit to its war effort except the 
physical limit of its resources. How soon 
will this account be paid? 


Revolutionary Significance 


Some of the things that have happened 
since Canada declared war on Sept. 10, 
1939, have had revolutionary significance 
to this country. But they already seem 
commonplace. We have lived on sensa- 
tions, we are contemptuous of the 
spectacular, We have undertaken an air 
training plan that will use all our best 
young men. In the age group of possible 
recruits, only one man in six qualifies by 
air force standards, or only 100,000 to 
125,000 of 906.760 male Canadians between 
20 and 29 years of age. Many of this 
group are already among the 60,000 men 
now in the Royal Canadian Force, or are 
in the army or navy or are trained pro- 
fessionals and technicians who can't he 
spared for flying. How soon, at the rate of 
intake of 36,000 a year, will all the air 
crew material in Canada be exhausted? 
So it is no exaggeration to say that Canada 
has offered a whole, precious generation 
for air warfare. Can you find anything 
finer, or so full of leartbreak, in all his- 
tory, lady? ‘ ; 

The Canadian active army is now a 
formation of six divisions, of which the 
strength is roughly 100,000 men, We have 
300,000 men in uniform for active service. 
The three to one proportion of men to 
authorized formations shows we are strong 
in reinforcements. To keep six divisions 
going, we need not less than 60 per cent 

t annually, between 80,000 


and 100,000 men. According to the 
Nationa] Registration of 1940, we have 
1,800,000 men of military age (under 40) 
to draw on. Deduct 600,000 medically 
unfit, deduct 300,000 already under arms, 
allow the air force full priority for 100,000, 
the navy another 20,000 to mannew ships, 
and you have fewer than 800,000 men left, 
But you still have thousands who are ine 
dispensable in the professions and in ine 
dustry, This is the generation on which 
Canada lavished its education and train- 
ing. It is irreplaceable, but how long will 
it take our six divisions to exhaust our 
manpower if the army draws 100,000 men 
a year? The manpower pool remaining is 
actually around 500,000, perhaps less, and 
its exact limit cannot be defined until the 
question is decided how many men are 
indispensable for industry. 


All Hurdles Overcome 

Canadian war industry has been roll- 
ing in many lines for months as shown by 
the fact that current deliveries consist of 
more than 3,000 items of munitions and 
army supplies. Some of the production 
hurdles have been high and not all. have 
been overcome yet. But ships are getting 
to the navy faster than the men to run 
them, for the first time, and some of most 
vita] items that represent the toughest 
industrial problems—such as tanks, field 
guns, automatic weapons, and so on—are 
well in hand. The troubles of tooling up 
the inevitable setbacks in waging modern 
war from a standing start, are lessening 
rapidly, 

The best proof of this is the fact that 
war industry is beginning to push civilian 
life aside, drawing materials and men that 
would otherwise be used in civilian pro- 
duction, In the past two years we have 
taken up the slack for war, reached the 
stage of full employment. War production 
from now on will expand only at the 
expense of civilian consumption. 


No One Objects 


No one in Canada objects to giving up 
silk, aluminum, steel, rubber, etc, We are 
glad to know our war factories can use 
all there is. We still drive cars, but we 
feel we are near the end of pleasure drive 
ing until after the war. We still eat well. 
We still have hundreds of conveniences 
that make our standard of living compar- 
able with that of the U.S.A. We were aoft 
andg fat, and we loved pleasure, like a 
&reat people living not far away. But we 
are handing over 45 per cent of our na- 
tional] income, in taxes and loans to the 
government this year. We have been able 
to do this so far by economizing, and we 
have been spared deprivation. Our 
economy will become stricter, and we will 
certainly be deprived of many things, No 
one in Canada is complaining about this, 
and it is the inevitable result of the policy 
we chose, 

There have not been many heroics on 
the record of Canada’s two years at war. 
As a nation we do not go in for breasts 
beating. But these are some of the im- 
portant facts about Canada as the eurtain 
rises on the third year of war. Can any: 
one say we are not facing them?

LONDON, Sept. 4.—(CP)—An au- 
thoritative British source said to- 
day German losses in the war with 
Russia thus far are believed to total 
about 1,750,000 and that Russian 
losses have been “from 2,000,000 to 
3,000,000" in the bloodiest fighting 
in history,

Alberta Wheat 
op Forecast 


Is 15 Bushels 


With 65 per cent of cutting com- 
ple‘ed. average yield of the Al- 
berta wheat crop this year ts fore- 
cast-at between 14 and 15 bushels 
an acre, according to the ninth 
fortnightly report on the agri- 
cul ural outlook, issued Thursday 
by Hon. D. Bruce MacMillan. min- 
ister of agricultare. 

Mr, MacMillan's report states, “It 
is too early to make an estimate of 
the yields, but in a general survey 
made of the province last week it 
is indicated that average yields per 
acre of wheat will be about 30 per 
cent lower than last year or between 
12 and 15 per cent below the long 
time average for the province.” 


The average yield last year was | 
slightly in excess of 20 bushels an} 


acre and the year before it was just 
over 19 bushels. The long \ime av- 
erage for the province is listed ai 
16.78 bushels an acre 


HARVEST DELAYED 

General rains and 
weather during the las! week have 
delayed harvesting operations in 
practically the whole province, 
states the report. For the first half 
of the two weeks period ended Sep’ 
1, harvesting was proceeding rapid- | 
ly and was much ahead of a year 
ago. In the southern and southeast- | 
ern part of the province practic: | 
ally all wheat is cut or combined} 
and threshing of the crop is well | 
advanced. Of the coarse grains 
barley is almost completely harvest- 
ed, while there is considerable of 
the oat crop to be cut and thresh- 
ed 

in the central part of the prov- 
ince and north te the Edmonton 
district, cutting is almost com- 
pleted, varying from 60 to 100 per 
cent. Threshing has begun in 
most districts and should be gen- 
eral throughout this area during 
the week,
